the conſcience,that is wrought upon by compulſion. 
ſo that violence may be a meanes to advance Hypocriſie, 
but can bring no advantage unto pure Religion. A4pol- 
yon and cAbaddon, ( a deſtroyer} are not Chriſtian 
names,but Antichriſtian. And how much are they worſe 
then Fewes, that pur all the innocent bloud which they 
pretend they have ſhed for the Cauſe of Chriſt, into the 
treaſury of their merits, whereas the Fewes thought it 
not lawfull to put the pr:ce of blood into their Treaſury, 
To conclude this point let Mabomers Religion bea vine 
that thrives beſt, and brings forth moſt grapes, when 
'tis watered with the blood of thoſe that thinke her 
cluſters bitter . Let Feſ#irs draw ſo much innocent 
blood from their fellow Chriſtians, as may {well into a 
River, and then let thei lay the 6briage of religion over 
it totranſport ſuch as are reconcid (againſt their willg 
to the Church of Rome, Let Anabaptifts purſue the 
ſame tracke of blood to hunt after preterment for their 
religious Cauſe : But we _ not ſo learned __ .
